1 only started 
thinking in poetic images when 
I was about thirty-five. It. was 
then that I slatted writing 
seriously, it became a means 
of self-expression with me. 
Then everything moved very 
fast: from writing verse I 
wanted lo sing it, I next wrote 
songs and then began to write 
prose..." 

Okudzhava believes (bat a man 
ot letters has to use all tbe art- 
istic means at hU disposal to ex- 
press himself and his life, and 
dial moans the life of his con- 
temporaries and lo share bis Im- 
pressions of the surrounding 
world. He lakes the plots for his 
prase from historic documents, 
and letters. "They speak elo- 
quently of tho opocli, end about 
the people o( tho time," writes 
Okudzhava. “There ts no more 
exciting pursuit. Au attentive 
reading reveals such a wealth of 
plots that one has lo ho extreme- 
ly fast In the uptake to make 
use of (hen). 

"They say that tho present 
lasts for but ono second, " the 
writer goes on, "and that In a 
-.croud it becomes past history, 
su what belter to occupy one- 
self with Ihnn history? At a dis- 
tance one cau think everything 
over belter, one can ponder over 
11 and work out how things will 
go next..."
